BASRE, France—An Andover airman |

The message, “A Bas Hitler De 
Gilberte”’, or “Down with Hitler 
from Gilberte’, was inscribed on 
a 1,000 pound bomb which fell with 
telling effect on Hitler’s Seigfried 
Line and which was dropped by 
2nd Lt. Benjamin P. Batcheller, 
local man now with the bombard- 
iers. 


It was the 25th mission for Lt. 
Batcheller, who holds the Air 


Medal with four Oak Leaf Clusters. 
He serves with the ‘Annihilators”, 
a Ninth Air Force B-26 Marauder 
group. 

Lt. Batcheller’s parents, Mr. and 
Mrs. Kirk R. Batcheller, reside at 
161 Lowell Street, Andover, Mass.

In crossing the Gothic Line, the 
229th broke through at some of the 
most firmly held points, moved on 
to capture Mt, Frena and Mt. Color- 
eta, dominating Firenzuola, and sub- 
sequently took Mt, LaFine, Mt. 
Bibele and Castlevecchio.
